There are 
millions of buffalo and elk. There is 
food for all." 
He saw one thousand Sioux turn 
back from the Comanche hun ting 
grounds, sworn to amity. He earned 
that day h new name among the 
tribes, " F a t h e r of the Plains.’’ 
But when he returned joyfully to 
Bent’s Fort, lie found Mrs, Bent, a 
beautiful young woman of the Jaea- 
rillo fam ily, nearly in tears with 
vexation. 
"Your A daline,” she began. "She’s 
wilder than any papoose i ’ve ever 
seen. W hy, you’re raising her like 
a wild thing. She should be in Taos, 
Kit, where the p’riest can teach her 
to read and mind her m anners.”
